London-, July 16 — Up to midnight tho 
returns for tho parliamentary eleotlona show 
tho following roaulta : Conservatives, 2Q0 ; 
Liberal-UnioniBts, 31. Total Unionist, 213 ; 
Liberals, 44 ; Parnellites, 4 j MoCarthyites, 
12 ; Labor, 1 ; total, 292. The gains whioh 
tho Unionists have aecurod in the oleotionB 
thus f*r hold ineuro them a majority of 32 
in tho next house, oven if the remainder of 
the eats to be voted on remain tho same 
aa heretofore. The proportion of olectors 
who went to the polla was higher than n 
any former occaaioD. Tho superiority of the 
Unionists was manifest both by tho magni- 
tude of their own majorities and by tho ex 
tent to which they pulled down their p 
ponents. 

Uidadbahi Naoroji, the Liberal member 
of tho central division of Finsbnry, who was 
onco refflrrod to by Lord Salisbury aa a 
blaokman (no being an Eaat Indian), was 
defoated while hia fellow countryman, 
Bhrownagree, won a seat for tho Conserva- 
tives. Lord Saliabury'B youngest bod. Lord 
Huph Cooll, has been returned for Green- 
wich. A labor member, Wm. R. Cromer, 
who sat for tho Haggerston division f 
Shoreditch, and who recently m»do a 
journey to America to urge the 
adoption of an arbitration treaty, 
has boon unseated, but the chief 
evont of tho day was tho defeat of PoBt- 
tnastor-General Morley, making tho fourth 
ex-minister in Lord Roaebery's oablnot who 
has been sent into seclusion. In North- 
ampton, which is deemed a Radical strong- 
hold, Henry Libouohore had a majority 
greatly reducod, and the Conservatives won 
tho other Beat. The bic Unionist majori- 
ties in Birmingham and Ashtou Manor inji. 
cate that tho Liberal Unionists oontinue to 
be tho most important factor in politics 
The ro-eleotion of Speaker Gully has elicited 
congratulations all round. A number f 
Unionista supported him on tho ground 
that a member chosen as Speaker 
ought not to be disturbed. Tho Lib- 
erals bitterly reproach Right Hon. A. 
J. Balfour for giving oountonance to 
the opposition to bis candidacy, declaring 
that it is unprecedented. The results of 
last evening's returns were so oonvinoing 
that there has been little enthusiasm in pub- 
lie places to.day. Tho clubs showed a pa U . 
oity of attention, but the scenes of yester- 
day were repeated in Fleet street. Crowds 
gathorod in front of the newspaper off} oea 
and there was much cheering at Conserva- 
tive gt.ins. Contrary to expectations, Rt. 
Hon. Josoph Chamborl&ln's election seemed 
to delight tho populace bub wao received 
with sullenness at the Liberal clnbs. 

In Birmingham Woat, Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Liberal Unionist, sooretary f 
state for tho colonies, polled 5,537 votes 
against his opponent, Dr. G. E. O'Connor 
Libera], 1,259. 

H. Seton Carr, Conservative, vvaa re- 
elected by a vote of 4,400 against J. Foster 
Liberal, 4,091. 

In FinBbury, Central, Arnold W. p, 
MaBsoy Mainwaring. Conservative, pollod 
3,558 votes against D. Naovojl, Liberal, the 
sitting member 2,733. 

In Norwich and Northampton, in eaoh of 
whioh the Liberals held two seats, they 
havo lost one. In the latter Mr. Labou- 
chero, Liberal, retains Mb soat. 

In Nottingham Eaet K Bond, Conserva- 
tlvo, defeated the sitting member, Hon. a. 
Morley, Postmaster General in Lord Roao- 
bery'a cabinot, by 4,900 to 4,735. 

Sir Michael Hloks-Beaoh, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the sitting membor f or 
Briatol Wcat, pollod 3,815 against Lawleaa. 
Liberal, 1,842 

In tha Bordealoy Divi. lon of Birmingham, 
Rt. Hon. J. Collins, Liberal Unionist, tho 
Bitting tnombor, and Under Socretary of tho 
Home Department, secured 6,004 votes, 
gainst Alderman Cook, Liberal, 2,154 

Tho Timea Bays that the first batch of 
contests reduced tho Radical majority to 
half at a singlo blow. Tho most strikingly 
important incident of Saturday was tho 
orushing defeat of Sir William Harooun, 
Tho UiiioniBtB throw themaolvea with re. 
doubled ardor into tho straggle, which has 
already boon crowned with encouraging 
success. Tho opposition will bo Bcarcely 
able to shake off tho depression c vused by 
wholly unexpected defeat of thei 



nono whatever for despair. We are used to 
a bad beginning. There is not a atop of 
llborul progress whieli Is not taken over the 
stepping stones of defeat." 

Tho Chronlolo in referring to the disputes 
between the different factions of tho parlia- 
mentary parties, saya : " The people are 
sick of miserable Irish quarrels and tho vile 
personal squabbles by whioh a great cause 
is dragged in the mud." 

It ascribes the Liberal defeat in Lanoa- 
Bhlro to the scandalous misrepresentations of 
tho government's policy on the Indian cot- 
ton duties, whioh were made in leaflets sent 
broadcast through tho country. The 
Chronicle says: "We congratulate tho 
Unionists upon having drawn first blood at 
tho empire's coat. They havo played anti- 
imporial aDd anti national games for votes 
of Liberals and have managed to win two 
seats, owing in somo measure to the aotion 
of the independent labor party and eocialiat 
federation, who gainod no result for them- 
aelvea. Their polls wore small and con- 
temptible." 

Tho Standard, tho Conaorvativo organ, 
seoB in the reaultB a remarkable testimonial 
to tho growth of Conaorvativo sontimont in 
tho largo towns. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Haroourt, Liboral load- 
er, who was recently dtfeatod by Mr. C. 
L>rage, Conaorvativo, at tho election for 
members of parliament to represent the two 
seata of Derby, has accoptod tho oflor of 
Mr. C. N. Warmington, Q C , who wae re- 
cently nominated to stand for Weat Mon- 
mouthshire, to retire in his favor. There 
was to bo no opposition to the oandldacy of 
Mr. Warmington, and Sir William will bo 
nominated in his place to-morrow. 
_ Tho labor candidates at Saturday's elec- 
tions, having no hope of their buccoss, coat 
tho Liberals their seats. In return, it is 
likely that KeirHardle, the labor champion 
in tho house, will be defeated by the absten- 
tion or the active hostility of the Iriah vo- 
tera In hiB constituency.

Robertson, the British political agent, 
to record the bravery displayed by 
Captain Whitcchuroh. Cohonol Kelly, 
who relieved the Chitral garrison after 
accomplishing a brilliant military achieve- 
ment in leading a flying column from Gilgit 
to Chitral, passing over tho Bnow covered 
Shander Pass some twolve thousand to 
fourteen thousand feet over the level of tho 
aoa in bitterly cold weather, has been made 
Companion of the Bath, und has been up 
pointed aide-de-camp to tho Quoon with tho 
rank of brevot oolonel. The other oflicero 
who distinguished themsolvoB during the 
Chitral campaign have rocoived tho dis- 
tinguished service order and havo been pro- 
moted. 

An American named Zc-rmatt Porkott his 
accoirri'ithed tho aBcont of tho Matterhorn, 
over 14,700 foet above tho level of tho soa. 

The council of tho French Legion of Hon- j 
or has resigned in conaequonco of the oritio- 
Ism to which it waB subjected in the cham- 
ber of deputies on Saturday laBt. 

The Spanish foreign and colonial minis- 
ters have finally agreed to the immediate 
payment of the Mora indemnity recently 
demanded by tho U. S. through Minister 
Taylor.

Tupper had berated Mr. McCarthy for 
having accepted a brief from the Manitoba 
government and then dlsouased the same 
question in the houae.

BULGARIA'S BLACK DAY. 

The Outrage on Stambnloff Political-Severe 
Reflections on tho Government. 

London, July 16 —The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Tlmos says in a dispatch to 
that paper that the attempt to assassinate 
M. Stambuloff waa a painful surprise there. 
" The belief is openly expressed in compe- 
tent circles," the correspondent adds, 
" that the Bulgarian government is morally 
responsible for the dastardly attempt, and 
it is feared that It will be attended by con- 
sequences more serious for Bulgaria than are 
generally supposed." 

The same newspaper prints a dispatch 
from Berlin of a similar tenor, and quotes 
the following statement on an interview had 
with M. Stambuloff : " They have taken 
an oath to aasaeainate me, and to avenge 
Major Panitza (executed for (reason in 
1890, at the inatanoe of M. Stambuloff,) 
Prince Ferdinand is included i n the list of 
impending viotime " 

A Berlin dispatch to the Dally Nsws re- 
port* that tae Vossitche Zeitung says that 
the Stambuloff outrage was political, and 
that he is the first viotlm of the new coarse 
directed from St. Petersburg back ohamberi. 
Tne Bulgarian government is pronounced 
accessory to the crime, and Prlnoe Fer- 
dinand is also accessory. The latter always 
preferred the hotter part of valor. Ho went 
abroad before every great uprising. With 
the death of Stambuloff the banner of Bul- 
garian independence aioks to the ground 
and the land becomes a Russian govern- 
ment. 

The Standard's Carbbid correspondent 
says : The Stambuloff outrage caused a 
groat sensation hero, prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria is staying In tbe English quarter 
incognito surrounded by deteotives. He is 
rarely seen, and sits at n corner table in tho 
Posthof cafe, outside Carlsbad, overy morn- 
ing with a lorge suite. He 1b almost invis- 
ible for the rest of tho doy". Ho now, as at 
tho time of Major Panitz»'s execution, goes 
about in fear of his life." 

All the Loudon newspapers havo artiolea 
on the Stambulcff affair condemning Prince 
Ferdinand and tho Bulgarian government. 

Tho National Zeituag saya that July 15 
waa a black day for Bulgaria, for not only 
Stambuloff bub moBt probably a l 8 o inde- 
pendent Bulgaria recolved ite death blow. 

THE SCOLLIE MURDER. 

Evidence shows That His Head Had Been 
Severed by a Sharp Instrument 
Before tho;Flre. 

Petjiimoro, ;july 10.— The trial before 
the magistoaco began to-day f Thomas 
Gray and his wife Beaaio for the murder of 
David Scollie, who waa found dead in the 
ruina of Groy'a houae, whioh waa burned in 
Fobruury, 1894. D»vid liollingham, under- 
taker, and John Graham Woir, a neighbor 
of the Graya, gave evlaenco to-day whioh 
went to nhoiv that Soollio's head waa not 
burned oli, but had ovijontly been aovered 
by some Bharp instrument prior to tho fire. 

WAGES ADVANCED.

A Visitor's Glowing Account of Ross- 
land— Ore Shijmients Over the 
Nakusp and Slocaa- 

Arrival of the International Fishery 
Commissioners and Canadian Fish- 
ery Inspector Priuce.

VAN COPTER 

VANCOUVER, July 16. — U. S. Consul Pe- 
terson hua returned from Roaeland, Noleon, 
and Rovolaoke, and speaks in tho aamo 
hopeful terms aB acorea of othora who have 
been there. Revelatoke, he aaid, seemed a 
Httlo quiob when ho left, bub appeared to be 
a Bolid town with many substantial mon at 
tho head of it. He was muoh struok with 
NolBon ; there waa any amount of life and 
aotivity in the town ; and the aurroundintf 
country, it waa domonatrated to him be- 
yond tho shadow of a doubb, waa marvel- 
lously riuh in silver. The oitizena of Nolaon 
wero onterpriaing and the placo waa cer- 
tainly growing. Those holding Nelson pro- 
perties should not, ho said, be afraid of any 
depreciation ; but to hia mind South Koote- 
nay waa tho wonderland of America just 
now, and Roaslaud was a model mining 
town, of whioh he would never tire singing 
tho pralaea. It waa tedious getting there, 
but when you did get thero you wore glud 
you oamo. To roaoh Roasland you had to 
go up hill in a lumbor wagon and seven 
miles around cho edge of a mountain. On 
arriving ut RoaBland he was charmed with 
the town. Thero were 2,000 pooplo thero, and 
nono of tho laborers who sought work went 
without lu. Wagoa wero $2 50 a day. Pro- 
visions wore high, but tho labor- 
era generally boarded thomaelves 
in tents and wero saving money. 
Fortunoa are baing mado very quiakly thero. 
While ho was in town the Crown mine was 
bonded for §75,000. Thia mlno had been 
sold a week before for $500 by a poor proa- 
peotor, who had been delighted at hia good 
luck. Ho whb with ono man two hours in 
an afternoon, and during that time his 
friend gob word that two of hia properties 
would be bonded by American capitalists at 
his own price. "It is an American town in 
Canadian territory," aaid Mr. Peteraon. 
" The minea aro being run entirely with 
Amerioan capital." The town ia solid and 
will go straight ahead." D. W. Corbin, the 
preBidonb of tho Spokane railroad, told 
Mr. Peterson that he had been in mining 
countries for twenty yeara and never saw a 
more promiaing mining districb than Trail 
Creek. Aa for order, no ono has been killed 
yob, and the placo 1b aa quiot and as peaceable 
as any British Columbia oity. The Chief of 
Police is a Viatoria man, and the order he 
keeps is simply perfect). Ho stops a noisy 
drunk with a warning forefinger the whole 
town reapeota, and the would-be lawless fear 
him. At present ib is very oxponaive work 
packing the ore to the American side, but a 
contraot has been let for a plant at Trail, 
B .0.| to reduce the oro to one ton in three, 
and by thia means the expense will be muoh 
lessened. A tram will run from Roasland to 
Trail, a distance of seven miles. They told 
him at RoBsland that Mrs. Allan, formerly 
proprietress of the Haating's hotel, Hast- 
ings, was building a threo-story hotel in 
Rossland, whioh would be the swell hotel of 
the town. He was also informed that H. P. 
MoCraney waa partner in a splendid claim 
three miles from Rosaland, was working 
hard and doing well. Thomaa Morrow, 
formerly druggist at Vanoouver, had op- 
ened a general storo, chiefly boots and shoes, 
and was kept hustling early and late. One 
or two British Columbia lawyers also in- 
formed him that they were doing well. If 
he had been a Canadian instead of an Am- 
erican, he would have investod in Rossland 
property while there. Thoro ia abundance 
of gold in the district, and minoB are being 
discovered daily. 

The third annual Alhambra Senator stag 
party was a great success. Tho Bteanior 
Comoi loft Vancouver on Sunday at 9 in 
tho morning, and after Bpendinq the day 
at Anvil Island picnicking the party arrived 
home at 10 p. nt. Mr. Samuel Thompson, 
of the Alhambra, ia re3ponaiblo (or thoBo 
annual jolly parbios and thus their suoceas ia 
assured. 

Now that ono alderman ia away and two 
aldermon have reaignod, it is difficult to get 
ft quorum. There was no meeting last 
night on that account.

Bill to Settle the Issues Between tin- 
Provincial and Dominion Gov- 
ernments.

On Wednesday, July 3, Hon. Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowoll moved the aeoond reading of 
the bill for the settlement of certain ques- 
tion^ between the Government of Canada 
and British Columbia. He said : Tho house 
will remember that British Columbia grant- 
ed to the Dominion of Canada a belt of land 
of 20 miles on each aide of the Canadian 
Pacific railway to aid in the construction of 
that line. Tho torms of UDion aro to bo 
found in extcnso on page 88 of tho statutes 
of Canada for 1872. Cortain questions huvo 
arisen in connection with the handing over 
of this belt to tho Dominion, notably with 
re£*rd to the delimitation of the belt, tho 
settlement of tho title granted by tho pro- 
vince aril tho queBlion of tho registration of 
patents issued by tho Dominion government. 
Negotiations, having for their object tho 
clearing up of all points of difference, were 
auBponded at; thu time of tho death of tho 
late Sir John Thompson, but havo been re- 
sumed by tho Miniater of the Interior. 
Before proceeding furthor in tho matter it is 
desirable that the minister should bo Invest- 
ed with authortly which will nnablo him to 
conoludu an agreement with tho province 
which shall havo tho effect of sotting at roat 
all tho questions in di6puto. I will not 
weary the house with a statement of what 
those differences are, but I can explain in a 
few wordB tho objee: of the bill. At tho 
nnien of the provluoee, when tho Dominion 
agreed to construct the Canadian Pooific 
railway, it was agreed, as part of the aid 
to 1)3 given to that railway, that the 
British Columbia government should cede 
to the Dominion twenty milea of the ter- 
ritory or land on oither sido of the rail- 
way. Great difficulties have ariaen in the 
delimitation of that belt, from the fact that 
it is so winding and crooked. To take tho 
twenty miles following exictly the course 
of the road wsb found to be nob only in- 
convenient but almost impossible. An 
agreemont was entered into between the 
present government of British Columbia, 
the Minister of the interior, myself, and 
another member of the cabinet, by which 
the land to be ceded should be laid out in 
square blocks ; that is, it will run to the 
north and to the south on oither side, and 
it will be out off in square blocks or town- 
ships, as the case may bo. In eomo caeos 
it may nob be over ten or cwelvo or fifteen 
miles from the line of the railway, 
while in other ce.aes, perhaps, immedi- 
ately adjoining that township, it will run 
back to the twenty or twenty-five miles. This 
was the best and about the only means that 
could be adopted to come to an amicable 
BOttlemenb upon that question. Then there 
was another difficulty which has also beon 
amicably arratged. It was the sale by the 
British Columbia government of certain 
lands after the line of the road had been 
located. Under tho terma of union the land 
lying within the twenty milea belongs to the 
Dominion. Take B.evelstoke aa an illus- 
trMion. Had that place been sold provioua 
to the locution of the line, the government 
of British Columbia would have been enti- 
tled to the proceeds arising from these aalea. 
A dispute aroae on that quoation, which was 
taken to the oourts, and the oourta decided 
against the British Columbia government. 
The British Columbia government and the 
Dominion have come to an arrangement. 
The Dominion government doeB not exact 
what might be considered the full value of 
the town lands and other landa, at the pres- 
ent moment, but thoy have agreed to accept 
from the British Columbia government the 
amount which they received for the property 
at the time they :iold. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B.C )-That is the 
Rovolatoke lands. 

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bo well — Yes, it 
applies to all in case there are any others. 
Another difficulty arose : Whon the Domin- 
ion government contested this point with 
the British Columbia government, they re- 
fuged to register any titleB that were given 
to tho lotB in Revelstoke in their registry 
office. They have agreed now, under this 
settlement, to treat patents given by tho 
dominion government in tho same manner 
aB they do their own. The latter clause 
givea power to aettlo any other difficulty 
ariBing in the settlement of this great ques- 
tion. Tho third ciause provides. 

3. Any agreement so entered into may 
mako auch provision as may be thought 
proper for the settlemenb of controversies 
and claims arising out of granta mado by 
the government of the province of lands in 
Lhb railway belt after the line of tho suid 
railway belt had been finally settled. 

Then it gives power to the Governor-ln- 
Counoil to ratify tho provisions of any 
agreemont entorod into in pursuance of thin 
acb. That is about tho principle of the bill, 
and I think tho Houbo Will recognize the 
importance of passing a bill of this kind to 
lagallzo and put beyond all future dispute 
any question as to which a settlement may 
bo come to botwoen the parties. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B. C )— Thcro is a 
vory important question which I loat track 
of, and that ia the question of the royalty 
or sovereignty of that belt. If the Prov- 
inco gives a erant of land to me the 
sovereignty remains in tho province, but the 
Province having given a grant of laud to 
tho Dominion, whero does the royalty lie ? 
I believe thia question ariaea on acoount of 
tho tninorala in Kootonay. Who eollectB 
tho rovcnuo for the mining HcenBO within 
the railway belt! 

Hon. Sir Maokonzle Bowoll -I epsak 
under corrootion in answering that ques- 
tion, but if my recollection sorvcB mo right 
the law lordB of the Privy Council decided 
that the minerals bolong to tho Province 

Hon. Mr. Loughood— Tho precious mot- 
als? 

Hon. Mr. Scott — Precious tnotale only. 

Hon. Sir Mackonzio Bowell— Tho preci- 
ous metala bolong to tho province and not 
to the Dominion, prcclouB metalB which 
may be situated in tho 'JO miles belt. So 
far as tho Kootonoy ia ooncornod, that bo- 
longs to the province of British Columbia, 
because it is beyond tho 20 miles. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B C )— So that the 
royalty of tho bolt belongs to tho province 
still ? 

Hon. Mr. Scott — No, tho proclous metals 
only. 

Hon. Mr. Maodonald (B. C,)— That ia tho 
chief thing. Coal doea not, 

Hon. Mr. Scott— No. 

Hon. Mr. Loughoed — Tho coal and the 
ba8o motals were held by the Privy Council 
to bo vested in tho Federal government, and 
tho preoious motalB in the province. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B. C .)— I think tho 
plan adopted ia a vory good one for laying 
out the rosorve. Of oourao tho lino ia bo 
full of sinuosities that it would bo difficult 
to have two correct linea throughout. 

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell— Yes.

Full Details of the Determined At 
tack im the Ex-Premier of 
Bulgaria.

StanilmlofF Hail Loiisr Expected 
That He Would, Be 
Murdered. 



Sofia, Bulgaria, July 1G —Tho full de- 
tails regarding tho. attempt to assassinate 
M. Stambulolf are as follows : Tho aBaail- 
anta attacked hie carriage, compelling the 
ouchmnn to atop. M. StambulofTa servant 
fired but mlssod his mark. M. Stambuloff 
jumped out and recoivod a cut which almost 
severed hia hand from tho wrist. M. Stam- 
buloff then tried to escape, and wub fol- 
lowed and stabbed in tho head and roceived 
a rovolvor shot when he fell to the ground, 
where his aBSailanta continued their staba. 
M. Petioff, running to hia asBiatance, was 
also Blubbed. Tho outrage ia believed to bo 
the personal vengounco of porsona who Buf- 
fered during hia reign as premier. 

Both M. Stambuloff 's hands, havo bean 
umputatod. Ho regained consciousness ihia 
morning but soon rolapbed, and hia condi- 
tion ia pronouncod hopolosa. At 1 o'clock 
thia afternoon Stambuloff waa atlll alive, 
but hia condition ia hopeless. He hua 
fifteen sword cuts on liia hoad and ouo of 
hia oyea is dcatroyed. Although tho at- 
tempt to murder wub made on a basy street 
no ono camo to hiB assistance. Everybudy 
oooiiia convinced that the polico were in >he 
plot to aaaasainato tho ex premier, as five of 
tho polico forco wore near him when tho 
attack commenced and mado no attempt to 
intorforo. When one of Stambuloff 'e ser- 
vants aturtod to chusu ono of the assaeeina 
ho waB atopped by tho polico. Stambuloff 'a 
coachman, who, it will ba romombeied, fired 
hb; revolver but missed hitting anybody 
whon tho ex-premier's assassins attacked 
the oarrlago last night, Is also bolioved to 
have been noo of those who plotted againat 
tho statesman's life, as he made no attempt 
to whip up tho horses whon the attaok was 
mado. 

The polioo and detaohmonts of cavalry 
patrolled Sofia throughout laab night, but 
havo found no trace of tho assuaaina except 
aome duggorB, which were found in the 
etreets. Ib developed during the day that 
M Stambuloff had long beon convinced thab 
he would fall a vlotim to the vengeance of 
tho friends of Mujor Panitzs, whom ho 
caused to bo executed after having baen 
found guilty of treason in ISilO in conspiring 
agalnsb tho life of Prince Ferdinand. Since 
the refusal of tho government to givo M. 
Stambuloff a pusaport to Carlabad repre- 
sentatives of i he diplomatio corps hero have 
frequency c illed the attention of the gov- 
ernment to tho fact that they had beoome 
aware that an attempt upon the ex-premier's 
life wus impending. Strange to add, r nb a 
singlo member of the cabinet haa called up- 
on M. Stambuloff ^since he was wouxded 
laBb night. 

M. Stambuloff iaber in the day made a 
statement to the public prosecutor, who has 
ordered tho arreab of Tufektohieff, who was 
formerly charged with the murder of M. 
Boltcholf, the Bulgarian miniater of finance, 
who was assasainabed in March, 1891, while 
In company with M. Stambuloff. Mmo, 
Boltchoff, it will be rceillod, waa reoonily 
induced to believe that Stambuloff wt» 
the murderer of her husband, and a warrant 
waa ieaued bub nevor executed for hia 
arreab. A man who witneaaed M. Stam- 
bulofTa aoaohmsn puraue tho aasaasin last 
nighb aayB that he saw a policeman atrike 
the ooaohman because of the lattor'a refuaal 
to give up the revolver with whloh he waa 
chasing tho criminals, and to whom the 
policomen were nob paying any attention. 
The condition of M. Stambuloff this even- 
ing is suoh as to give slight hopes that he 
may yot recover from his wounds. 

Berlin, July 16. — The Kolnische Zeitung 
calls attontion to an interview which it had 
with M. Stambuloff aome months ago. M. 
Stambuloff then had forebodings of his 
fate and said that a band had been formed 
at Uetsohbunar, a suburb of Sofia, which 
practised the use of firearms. The governor 
s»id that Stambuloff was awaro of their ex- 
istence but winked at it. Among the baud 
wero tho murderers of M. Beltohoff, former 
miniater of finance of Bulgaria, who wua ob- 
BBBainatod in 1892.

WANT OF CONFIDENCE VOTE, 

Mr. Laurier occupies a vary peculiar 
position. Ho is doing his very bost to de- 
feat tho Government on a question with re- 
gard to whioh he himself has not the courage 
to express an opinion. No one yet knows 
whero the Leader of the Opposition stands 
with regard to tho Manitoba school ques- 
tion. Yet ho undertakes to condemn the 
courso taken by the Government. Generally 
on important questions on which the country 
is divided tho views of tho Opposition 
are definitely and clearly expressed. 
Those who compose it do not con- 
tent themselves with saying that 
the polioy of tho Government is bad, but 
they endeavor to prove that the policy 
whioh they favor is good. On tho question 
of protection and free trade, for instance, 
tho Opposition not only condemn protection 
bnt they commend free trade ; they not only 
endeavor to provo thab the course whioh the 
protectionist Government Is pursuing is 
wrong and not calculated to lead to pros- 
perity, but they do their best to convince 
the people that theirs is a better way. If 
tho leader of the Opposition inveighed 
against protection and udvieod tho poople lo 
abandon it without trying to show them that 
free trade is a; better Bystom and pro- 
duces more beneficial results, ho 
would be laughed at as a simpleton or de- 
nounced as a humbug. Yet this is precisely 
tho position which Mr. Laurier occupies 
with reBpeot to the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. He, with tho ingenuity for whioh he 
Is remarkable, censures the Government for 
what they havo done and for what they 
havo not done, yet he most dexterously re- 
frain! from telling the country what ought 
to be done, How he managos to do this is 
a mystery to plain, honost and straightfor- 
ward poople. A man who has not learned 
to play with words as a juggler plays with 
baits and kniveB could not help 
either showing that he had no opinions 
at all on the matter or that 
tho way ho favored of dealing with it 
is ej«ontially different from that ro 
sorted to by the Government, lint it is 
only tho discorning who perceive that tho 
Loader of the Opposition is in a muddle on 
tho subject, and that he is using his tine 
words to conceal the f ict that he does not 
know what in tho woild to do about it. 
Tho unthinking hearer is deluded into be 
lleving that Mr. Laurier knows all about 
tho question, that it has no difficulties for 
him, ond that if ho had tho powor he would, 
in R wonderfully short time, oettlo It to the 
satisfaction of Canadians in all tho provinces 
and of all oreods. 

This is so far from boing tho cubo that no 
greater miefortuno could happen to Mr 
Laurier than to got a majority on one of his 
motions of wanb of conlidonoo. Ho would 
thon find himself face to f ice with precisely 
theaamediffioultioH that the Premier haB now 
to contend with. If he favored remedial 
legislation ho would raise against himself a 
host of opponents in his own party, and in 
all tho provinces. If ho ri fused to attempt 
in a constitutional way to remody tho grii-v- 
anoe of the minority in Manitoba ho would 
have to faoe tho indignation of his country- 
men and oo-rtligionlsts of both partios. Has 
Mr. Laurier shown that it is in him to bo the 
matter of such a ei 1 nation ? His timidity on 
this question haB been so groat that 
although it has boen now a burning one tor 
months and ovon years, ho husnot, although 
he has occupied so prominont a poBition 
among tho publlo men of tho Dominion, ven- 
tured to exprosa upon it a single definito 
and decided opinion. This 1b evidence of 
his lingual dexiority and of hla political 
suppleness, but it does not show that he 
possesses tho highest qualities of a tiatOB- 
man or that ho la to be depondod upon 
either by his party or tho country in an 
Important crisis. 

This Is mainly why his motions aro fail- 
ures and tbat the majority of the mombora 



THE SOVEREIGN PEOPLE. 

Tho late Liberal Government of Great 
Britain was defeated ou an apparently in- 
significant question. It was on a motion to 
roduco tho salary of Mr. Campbell-Banner- 
man ono hundred pounda. The motion was 
carried by a majority of seven. The voto 
wag regarded, not only by the Secretary of 
State for War, but by the Government of 
whioh he waa a mombor, aa a voto of cen- 
sure. Mr. Campbell-Bannerman immediately 
withdrew from tho House. 

The voto of censure took placo on Friday 
tho 21st of June, and on Monday, the 24th, 
the Chancollor of the Exchequer in the 
Houso of Commons announced that tho 
Cabinet had found it their duty to tonder to 
tho Queen through tho Prime Minister their 
resignation of office, and that tho resignation 
had been accepted by Her Majesty. 

This la how the people rulo In Groat Bri- 
tain. Aa soon as it is found that the Gov- 
ernment doeB not poBBosa tho confidence of 
the majority of the peoplo'a representatives, 
its members must reaign and give place to 
men in whom the nation haa confidence. 
Although not much moro thon throo weeks 
have elapsed since it was provod 
on a question of apparently little im- 
portance that tho (lovorumont did not 
possess the confidence of tho people's repre- 
sentatives, an appeal hus been made to the 
nation. A general election is now taking 
plaoo, and it will soon bo found whether tho 
party which has assumed the reins of power 
or tho party that gavo thorn up onjoys tho 
conSdenco of tho country. Under a consti- 
tution that works in this way there is aorr.e 
sonse in talking about tho will of the people. 
That will can make itsolf immediately felt 
in the councils of tho country. Tho ma- 
jority of tho people do not havo to wait 
months, and perhaps years, as they 
frequently do in tho Kopublic of tho United 
States, before they can give effect to their 
wishes. Anyone who studies the aituotion 
in Great Britain intelligently must come to 
tho concluaion that tho monarchy of Groat 
Britain !b really moro democratic then tho 
Ropnblio of the United States. The peoplo 
of Great Britain are indeed sovereign. 
What their will is can bo quickly found out 
in a constitutional manner, and when it Is 
known those in authority from the highest 
to the lowest reepeot it. 

" THE PEOPLE OF QUEBEC." 

In an artiole from tho Toronto World 
whioh the Times quotes with approval we 
find tho following prediotion : "if we 
attempt legislation at Ottawa, Manitoba 
will resist enforcement, and we will have 
tho miserable exhibition session after sea- 
of the Manitoba minority coming down for 
additional remedial legislation, or a proper 
enforcement of what may have been already 
oonceded. In this way the question will 
drag for years. Ail this sesnion haB been 
wasted over this mlaerable religloua feud, 
imported into Dominion politica by tho 
people of Qaebec. " 

If tho World's vision of the future ia no 
more to be relied upon than ita account of 
tho paBt, its confident prediction is worth 
very little indeed. It n quires but a slight 
knowledge of tho history of Canada 
to be able to eeo that thero is no 
truth in tho statement that " this miserable 
religious feud" has been "imported into 
Dominion politics by the pnople of Quohco." 
It ia important to rtmumber that this " re- 
ligious feud " whioh [ibb occupiod ao much 
of the attention of Parliament thia session 
haB its origin in the Constitution of tho 
Dominion and In that of tho Province of 
Manitoba. The people of Quebeo havo had 
nothing whatever to do with it. Tho 
peoplo of Quebec did not enact the firat 
sohool law of the Province of Manitoba, 
neither did the people of Quebeo enact tho 
law of iho Manitoba Logislaturo which ro- 
ue ilod the former law and abolished denom- 
inational Bohooli in that Province. 

Tlie poople of Quebec .lid not draw up 
the Constitution of iho Dominion, and they 
had no hand in tho enactment of the Mani- 
toba Act. The uppoul is tho appt-al of tl.o 
minority in Manitoba and not of tho people 
of Quebec, and that appeal is in strict 
aocordanoe with the Cumuli utlona both of 
tho Dc-miniou and the Province of Mani- 
toba. Tho minority of tho inhabitants r,f 
Manitoba believed that they had a grievance. 
They fuund that thero was a remedy in 
their constitution for that griovance, and 
thi-y aot about applying it in the regular 
constitutional way. Tho peoplo of Quobio 
had no moro to do with the business, first 
and last, than had the pooplo of Ontario or 
the people i f Nova Scotia. 

Tho question rosemblea in many particu- 
lars a law suit. Tho proceedings aro oloaily 
watched by a lurgo audience more or lesB 
interested. Thia audiouoo ia divided in its 
i-ympathloa. Tho pooplo of Ontario, it 
would appear, sympathise with the minor- 
ity in Manitoba, and the people of Quuboa 
sympathlao with the minority. Wo aro not 
at all sure that tho people of Quebec aro in 
any respoot more demonstrative in tho ex- 
pression of their sympathy than uro the 
peoplo of Ontario, or that tho formor 
iro uelng what influence thoy possess 
with tho "Court" moro eagerly 
or moro forcibly than tho lattor. Tho ox- 
presalona ol opinion and of fooling in On- 
rarioon the 12th wore, we imagine, quite as 
strong as any that were heard at any time in 
tho Province of Quoboc. 

Wo aro sorry to see that an attempt 1b bo- 
ing mado by zealous but injudicious persona 
to make thia Manitoba sohool question a 
Quebeo quostiou. A little rtllootion will 
show ecnBiblo pooplo that it ia not a Quebeo 
question, and that making it appoar suoh ia 
not oaloulatod to promote ita speedy and 
amioablo sottlomont. Tho quoation ahould 



of the Imperial Privy Counoil, which it 
must be admitted ia an impartial tribunal, 
not in any way or In any degree influenced 
by provinolal partialities or provincial untl- 
pathier, has d cided thab tho minority in 
Manitoba has a grievance which oughb to be 
remedied. The Governor-General iu Coun- 
oil is, under tho Constitution, tho proper 
tribunal to reoeive tho appeal of tho Mani- 
toba minority. The Governor General in 
Council ttB directed by the Constitution 
has sont what has been called a " remed- 
ial order " to the Legislature cf Manitoba 
with suggestions or directions us to what 
ahould bo dono in tho mattor. Tho 
Manitoba Legislature has declined 
to aab according to those suggestions 
or directions. It now remains — still as the 
Constitution dlreota — for the Parliament of 
the Dominion to take action in the mattor 
This the Government promises shall bo done 
in January next. In tho meantime efforts 
will bo mado to have the matter settled 
without tho interference of Parliament. 
Thore is not necessarily any feud in all this, 
and thero should not bo, and tho peoplo of 
Quebeo have nothing moro to do with tho 
buslnosa than havo the poople of tho otlur 
provinces of tho Dominion.

DISTINCTIVE FEATURES OF THE NEW- 
EST BONNETS AND GOWNS. 



Lavish Display r>r Lace and Showy fiivrnlture. 
Incongruous Combination of Colors I ti 
Millinery— Triumph of tho Blouse— Even- 
ing Dresses— The Knickerbocker. 

Wo havo gradually driftod into a fairy 
laud of airy fabrics, dainty laces, (low- 
ers and soft, pale tints, heralds, alike of 
fashion's decrees and summer sunshine. 
In these days fashion is far from being 
tho quick changing artist she. is so often 
described. The styles of one season melt 
into another through gradually devel- 
oped differences of detail, which only 
the initiated appreciate. But if the 
changes now apparent arc not radical 
they are- real, and no portion of the 
dress is quite what it was last year. 

Descending to a record of details, we 
find the distinctive feature of the sea- 
son's fashions, aside from the elaborat-

ed sleeves and wide flaring skirts, is the 
craze for lace and all sorts of showy or- 
namentation. Fanciful touches are now 
necessary to the sucoess of a gown. An- 
other noticeable feature is the general 
use of white and cream tints on all 
dresses whether dark or light. All sorts 
of laces, botli real and imitation, aro 
formed into quaint bretellos, berthas 
and collar, but the prevailing fancy is 
for narrow Valenciennes lace and inser- 
tion, which are used unsparingly on 
gowns, silk waists and chemisettes. 
Equally popular aro jotted and spangled 
trimmings of brilliant, colorings and 
Persian bands of numerous soft subdued 
tints woven together with charming ef- 
fect. 

Tho newest, bonnets and hats are dis- 
tinguished chiefly for incongruous com- 
bination of colors and indiscriminate 
assortment, of materials. Three or four 
and often more colors appear on one 
bonnet, and jet, chiffon, flowers and 
feathers on one hat aro no unusual oc- 
currence. Tho hats prepared for sum- 
mer resorts aro many of them gigantic 
flyaway structures turned up atono side 
or with tho wide brim slashed in front, 
and turned back like lapels, and are 
trimmed very wide or very high at one 
side or at the back, with feathers or 
flowers, or both. A pretty and original 
black hat seen had a green straw edge 
almost hidden by tufts of black violets, 
a velvet band round tho crown, a plume 
of ostrich feathers and a black satin 
bow standing up on ono side, a lisse 
rosette on tho other. 

A quite now bonnet which belongs 
especially to lb'»r>, when breadth is the 
great consideration, is molded on the 
idea of a Dutch peasant's headdress, the 
jet forming wingliko appendages start- 
ing from tho middle toward the side, 
where they meet a largo and beautiful 
mauve orchid. A rich osprey of unusual 
t'i/.o stands erect over tho forehead. Tho 
bonnet, is of shot straw green and black, 
liko a beetle's wing, while a largo wired 
lace bow, secured by a handsome orna- 
ment, uproars on either side. The ut- 
most ingenuity has been displayed in 
mixing tho colors of tho shot straw, and 
they can be had to match almost any 
possible material. Even tho leaves have 
tho same shot effect. A toque of purple 
straw, coarse and rough, crushed into 
the necessary shape, is decorated with 
wings of a grayish brown tone. In an 
owl hat the bird actually forms tho 
front, but it has two sets of wings, a 
novelty in ornithology which finds fav- 
or in tho up to date millinery. The tail 
of tho bird rests on tho batik of tho head, 
and all round it aro shot leaves from 
the ruse, which under ordinary aspects 
would havo been green. Ostrich feath- 
ers aro much worn arranged to stand 
straight and high and drooping over the 
hair. All sorts of wings, made of lave, 
jet or steel, are as popular as they wore 
in tho winter. Tho newest straws aro 
soft, glossy and loosely plaited, often 
mixed with silk, and come in all the 
palest tints as well as tho brightest col- 
ors. Black straw hats are trimmed with 
bows of wide colored satin ribbon, for 
young girls, green being a very popular 
shade, and broad black hats, for middle

aged women to wear in midsummer, aro 
adorned with pink roses and black feath- 
ers, and tho brims aro covered with 
cream lace. 

A stylish gown for day wear lias a 
skirt in tho now fawn cropon, which 
fastens over the bodico at tho back, and 
having a black satin waistband and a 
slight indication of ft basque shaped to 



the hips. The bodico is made of a new 
crapo silk printed in a Casbnierian de- 
sign of many colorings. It has a luce 
jabot, and tho cut of the sleeve is quite 
new. The capes that fall over it soften 
the inline.,-' t tudpuff, caught up in un- 
expected places, thus giving additional 
grace. The tmnt (if the bodico is spe- 
cially noticeable with the poiuteil jack- 
et piece falling over the waistband. 

Tho blouse still continues its triumphal 
progress and is as far removed in form 
from the rustic simplicity of its name 
lis may be. Every season lias marked a 
stage in its onward march, until now it 
is in many instances a costly confection 
of gorgeous material and elaborate de- 
sign, the w^rk of a inodistic genius and 
tho wear of the fastidious and fashion- 
able. Those beautiful blouses bear their 
name in irony and demand as plainly 
as silk and lace can proclaim it that the 
skirt companion should bo worthy the 
alliance. Wide collars decorate tho sim- 
pler blouses designed for summer wear. 
These seem a thought of felicity, as 
many women possess rare old lace just 
suited to tho making of these collars. 
In tho absence of old lace Valenciennes 
of modern make is largely employed, 
but any attempt at more than a mere 
mention of the chemisettes and blouse 
fronts made of batiste and trimmed 
with lace is futile, for t hero is no end 
to the variety. 

In evening dress there aro indications 
that tho sleeve has had its day, though 
it still survives in a gigantic puff. Oc- 
casionally tho puff is replaced by a clus- 
ter of bows or a drapery of lace, which 
indicates a tendency to dispense with 
the sleeve altogether. 

Knickerbockers, which have become 
indispensable additions to tho cycling 
costume, have increased so much in pop- 
ularity with women in general that they 
now form an important stock in tin' 
largo stores. They are to be found in 
the underwear department, mndo of 
silk, satin, serge, covert cloth and flan- 
nel. Ladies And them so convenient for 
walking that many aro discarding pet- 
ticoats in their favor. Silk knickerbock- 
ers aro lined with flannel or nun's veil- 
ing to give them additional warmth, 
and others of china silk are without 
lining to make them cool for the sum- 
mer. They are all very full and baggy 
at the knee, where the elastic holds 
them in place, and sloped off toward 
the waist, where they gather into a 
yoke. 

In Paris tho stiff interlining to dress 
skirts is going out of style. Tho newest 
gowns lit very closely around the hips 
and have only a facing of haircloth or 
crinoline at the bottom of tho skirt. 
This greatly lessens the weight of the 
garment and is a relief to the woman 
who wears it, Alice Varnum.

Directions l'or Protecting Clothing, Uphol- 
stered Furniture and Other Largo Arti- 
cles From the Depredations of These De- 
structive Insects. 

Ono would suppose that an insect ko 
long ii household pest as tho clothes 
tnnth would bo well known ere, this, 
But it does not seem to bo so, ;it leu.st 
in tho adult or perfect state. It is not

unusual to see careful housewives chas- 
ing every moth that chanced to fly 
about the evening lamp, regarding nei- 
ther size nor appearance. And yet it is 
not uncommon to find the delicate little 
moths about woolens that have been 
long infested, and very little thought 
would convince any one that tho very 
much larger moths which flit about tho 
lightscannor.be the same. Moreover, 
every housekeeper knows that clothes 
moths prefer darkness to light, and a 
little thought would arouse suspicion 
that insects with this preference would 
not be likely to be attracted by lights. 
As a matter of fact, they are not, bul if 
they chance to he flying nbout they 
choose the darkest parts of the room. 

There are three species of clothes 
moths. The most common is the species 
tho larva' of which has the habit of 
making for its protection a case or tube 
from the woolen on which it feeds. 
This moth is well shown in an illustra- 
tion in a bulletin from the Vermont ex- 
periment station on household pests, in 
which are illustrated tho full grown 
moth, larva; in its case and larvre with- 
out its ease, all being much enlarged. 
The general color of the moth is light 
brown on tho front wings and silver 
gray on the hind wings. 

Tho second species is less common, 
and tho larva; does not make a ease, but 
a cocoon. The moth is of about tho 
same size as the preceding, and tho ex- 
panded wings are half an inch across. 
Tho general color of tho moth is light 
yellow, and there are no dark spots. The 
larvio is a small white worm with a 
brown head. It is the most common 
species in tho south. 

Tho third species is so rare that it is 
of littlo consequence economically. The 
larvae makes no case, but burrows in 
whatever it feeds upon, thus making 
channels. 

Tho remedies advised by Entomolo- 
gist Perkins of the Vermont station for 
clothes moths are as follows : If cloth- 
ing, etc., can bo inclosed in perfectly 
tight paper bags before tho moths begin 
to fly and lay their eggs, they will bo 
perfectly protected. Out of doors the 
moths do not appear at tho north before 
tho latter part of May, and during tho 
month of Juno the campaign must bo 
vigorously prosecuted. Articles found 
infested or if suspected may be sprayed 
with benzine, and this will destroy even 
tho eggs If infested bureau drawers, 
closots, etc. , are thoroughly treated 
with benzine at tho proper time, there 
will be little trouble during the remain- 
der of the season. 

After spraying with benzine and air- 
ing articles may bo safely wrapped in 
papers, or, if possible, put in bags. A 
few cents' worth of paper bags is worth 
lar more than costly cedar chosts or 
closots. Furniture, carriages or other

largo articles in constant use are not 
very likely to be attacked. If stored, 
they should bo covered with paper if 
this can bo demo so completely as to 
leave uo opening for tho ingress of 
moths. It' this cannot bo done, then a 
spraying with benzine or bisulphide of 
carbon early in Juno and again in a 
month or six weeks should prevent dam- 
age. When more convenient, cotton clotli 
may lie substituted for paper in cover- 
ing carriages or other objects. 

A »w Dress Lining. 

Damo fashion decrees that tho skirts 
worn in 1895 should bo lined, preferably 
with silk. But even this best of all ma- 
terials lias its drawbacks. It is costly, 
and generally it is apt to split. An ad- 
mirable substitute, recently imported, is 
tho merveilloux lining. At a Urstglanco 
it would naturally bo mistaken for silk, 
tho surface displaying a thoroughly silk- 
like effect. Stuffs possessing this groat 
merit have been brought out before, but 
in time the silken aspect was wont to 
vanish. Now, tho nicrvoilleux, after 
much wear, is just as silky to the eye 
and touch as at first. It is firmly woveu, 
compact, and has the qualifications of 
"slipping" well, which dressmakors, 
professional and amateur, will appreci- 
ate. 

How to liulm Uggs. 

Set in the oven until quite hot a com- 
mon white dish that is largo enough to 
hold tho number of eggs to bo cooked, 
allowing ample space for each. Melt in 
the dish a .small piece of butter, break 
the eggs carefully into a saucer, sprin- 
kle with a littlo salt and pepper, slip 
them ono by one into tho dish, add a 
tablospoonful of cream for every 2 eggs 
as they are slipped into tho dish and 
bake for four or five minutes in a very 
quick oven.

THROUGH THE KOOTENAY. 

Attorney-General Eberta Tells Some- 
thing: About His Trip to the 
Iuterioi*. 



Hosslaud aud Its iMiues— The Slocau 
—Pilot Buy— The Fertile 
Okanagau. 

Attorney-General Eberta, who returned 
last week from his first official trip to tho 
interior cf the Province, took advantage of 
tho opportunity while in the Kootonay 
country to visit some of tho many mining 
oampa of that dlatrict. He waa aoooin- 
paniod on his trip by Mre. Ebarts. Speak- 
ing of Rossland Mr. Eberte said : 

" I waa amozed at the wondorful atridoB 
of a placo that a yoar before waB a com 
paratively unknown spot in tho mountains 
Now it ia the centre of bustle and activity 
Columbia Btrect ia bo thronged with people 
in tho evening as to remind one of a hivo of 
hues. The vicinity of Rossland for miles 
about Ib bo dotted with olaima that) a map 
nf tho locality looks like a oheoker boird. 
Population is coming in fast. There are 
five ur six Concord stages running to North- 
port, on tho Columbia river, and connecting 
with tho Spokane Sc Northern railway. 
They are filled with paaaoiigera arriving on 
every train. Then thero aro two stagoa run- 
ning botwoon Trail and Rossland, to oonnect 
wilh tho Bteamera. Hoaidos, a groat many 
foot paaaoDgers travel along tho road from 
Trail to RoBalaiid. Tho road is In fair con- 
dition for teaming, and a great deul of ore 1b 
brought down that way ; it ia indeed no ex 
aggeration to say that the horsoa in ubo for 
hauling ore over tho Trail Creek road and 
over the road to Northport number over fivo 
hundred. 

•' With all tho ruBh and excitement of a 
new mining camp like RoaBlaud, tho law is 
respocted to tho lottor, and tho groatest 
order provails. A greot deal of credit iB 
due to Mr. Kirkup, the mining recorder and 
provincial aonatable, who at the commence 
ment of tho excitement was on tho epot and 
taught some of tho rougher element who 
came In with tho minors that any disregard 
for the law would be severely punished. 
Many enterpriBing and wealthy American 
mining men aro in tho camp, and 
have complimented our government 
on tho good order and respect for law ehown 
on our aide of tho lino. While I wish in n( 
way to speak diaparaglngly of tho adminla 
trution of law by our neighbors to -the south 
it is pleasant to hear American mining men 
who havo Bpenb yoara in tho Cceur d'Aloue, 
nob o great diBtunce from Rossland, admiro 
tho way in which tho law ia oairiod out in 
thia country. 

'• Oi our return to Nelson we mado a trip 
with Cipt. Fitzitubbs, the gold commission 
or, into tho Slocan oountry, going by stage 
from Kaalo to Throe Forks and thonca o 
horseback to the Slocan Star mine, by inv 
tatlon of Mr. Byron White, manager and 
pare owner. On tho way up Carponter 
croek we Btoppod at tho construction camp 
of tho Kaalo & Slocan railway, and dined 
thoro, beiDg kindly reooived by Mr. Perry, 
Mr. Gray and othor engiiioorB. One oannot 
help praising Mr, White for tho comploto 
manner in which all tho mining operations 
on the Slocan Star havo been prosecuted. 
The work has been done to tho best advan- 
tage, opening up an enormous body of ore, 
running from a hundred to a thousand 
ounces por ton. 

" The near future will demonstrate that 
tho Slocan Star, which is now ready to ship 
thousand) of tons of ore, is a mino of fabu- 
lous wealth. Tho owners will soon erect a 
largo concentrator on Sandon creek, in 
touch with the railwoy, and will put in a 
tramway from tho lower tunnel to transport 
tho ore. The hilleidos about the Slooan 
Star aro studded with magnificent timber 
for mining purposes. By way of digression, 
I noticed that dreadful tiroB had swept over 
a large tract of oountry thore. Ib waa pre- 
vented from crossing ovor Sandon oreek by 
the oxertionB of Mr. Byron White and hiB 
men, otborwiBe the magniSoent timber 
would havo boon burnt up by thl firo, which 
it ia aaid waB Btartod wantonly. Too much 
caro oannot bo takon of the timber in the 
mining country, and those who recklessly 
mako firoa in the foroat ahould be severely 
punished. Thia Slocan Star m*ae is only 
one of many magnificont proj,ortiea in tho 
Slocan oountry. 

" I took the opportunity of going ovor to 
tho Noble Fivo mine, whore I waa cordially 
received by the Honnessy Brothers. The 
mine may well be termed tho Noblo Five, 
for when one thinks of tho trials, of tho on- 
duratiee, of the " noble five " who left Aine- 
worth iu tho fall of 1891, and with packB 
on their backs asoeudod the mountains at 
tho point now known ua Kaslo, and followed 
the enow oapped poaks of tho mountains in 
search of precious motals, finally lociting 
this claim, one cannot help thinking that 
mon liko these — and thoro are hundreds of 
them In tho Kootonay country — are do- 
sorviDg of every buccobb. This mino is a 
specimen of tho splendid Bilvor mines of tho 
Slooan oountry. Although nob bo com- 
pletely developed us tho Slooan Star, its 
3 000 foot of tunnelling lays bare a wondorful 
body of ore. The Kaslo & Slocan railway 
now being built has botweon b'00 and 800 
mon, I am told, at work on the right of way, 
*nd ia oxpectod to be in operation by 
Ootobor. They havo a branch as far aa 
Sandon, whero they will ho able to tako ore 
from tho Slocan Star, the Ruth and other 
Urge mines In the vicinity. 

" Thia part of tho railway ia on a perfect 
level from Baur Liko to Sandon Croek. and 
pasBOB Three Forka at an olevation of 800 or 
1100 foot. Tho Nukusp & Slooan is already 
in oporatlon aa far ai Throe Forks, and tho 
C. P R. enginoors aro now running a line 
up Carpenter crook, which will result in 
strong competition for tho carrying trade 
from all tho mince in that locality. If tho 
hopes of tho futuro development of 
that oountry aro realiz-id — and 
there ia every reason to beliovo 
thoy will bo — plenty of work 1b as- 
sured for both tho Nakusp &, Slooan and 
ihe Kaslo &. Slocan railways. Conaidoring 
tho nowucae of the country, I was surprised 
at tho amount of the road work dono and 
tho good ahapo ib was in. 

" At Noleon, pooplo aro hopeful of tho 
outlook, and everything pointB to good 
times for that boautifully Bituatod and well 
regulated town, A oontraot has been let 
for cloaring the rlght-of way for a tramway 
to the Silver King mino, four and o half 
miloB long, and bhia Is almost complotcd. I 
underatand that tho contract is lot for tho 
tramway itcolf also. Tho mino ia bomg de- 
veloped in all dirootlons ; thoro aro Baid to 
bo ovor 100,000 tons of copper-eilvor oro in 
eight. It iB rumored that very shortly Nol- 
Bon will ho the location of a timelier, and 
thoBo in a position to know declaro that 
Noleon iB to bo ono of tho best aitou in the 
upper country for a Bmelter owing to the 
facilities for getting both dry and wot oreB, 
whiob aro noceaaary for eoonomioal smelt- 
ing. 

*' I paid a visit to tho Pllob Bay smelter, 
whero I was moat affably recoived by Dr. 



Hendryx and Mr. Herriok, a son of Dr. Hen- 
dryx's partner. I went through tho Bmolter 
and concentrator with Mr, Gordon, tho 
superintendent iu oharg>, and had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing tho concentrator in full 
work— the Bmelter having been closed down 
thi day boforo my visit. The works aro 
very complete uud are said to ba aa fine hb 
any in America. I took the opportunity 
while in the looality of visiting tho renowned 
Bluo Boll mlue, which report sayB waa firsc 
known to tho outsidu world through tho 
writings of young Dr. DouglaB, from whom 
tho DoukIub fir ia named. TniB mino has 
thu largest body of silver-lead oro in eight 
in the oountry, though not bo rich in eilver 
sb tho Silver King, Toad Mountain or Slo- 
can oroB, I went through the whole mino, 
and was atruok with the hiimenso body of 
oro in Bight ; in fact 1 was in a gallory 70 feot 
long and 40 feot wido with solid ore in all 
directions, tho vein being perhaps 50 or GO 
foob wido. Thore are a large number of 
mon miniDg here, tho oro being smelted ab 
Pilot Bay. On our way into Kootonay we 
met largo quantities of bullion from the 
Bmelter on its way ovor the C.P.R to the 
refineries in tho East. Tho Bluo Bell has 
an immense body of ore, Beemingly inex- 
haustible. 

" A groat deal of attention is now being 
dirooted to the country about twonty five 
miles south of Nolaon, whero within a close 
distance of tho railway largo veina similar 
to that discovered at Rossland have been 
locuted. A good doul of excitement has 
been created by tho discovery of a similar 
class of oro about fivo mile's north of Rosa- 
land on Murphy Croek, and ab Sullivan 
Croek, nine miles north of Trail Crook, bo- 
aides on Champion Creek, which omptii)B 
into tho Columbia a little to the 
north of Trail Cresk. Tho beliof 
of those familiar with the country is that 
the eamo bolt of mineral < x tends from Ross- 
land across the Columbia through to tho 
valley of tho Salmon river near tho Nelson 
k Fort Shoppurd railway. 

" Hydraulic mines seven or eight mlloa 
bolow NelBon aro being worked, and thero 
is every reason to boliovo that tho first 
wash-up will equal tho moat sangulno ox- 
peobubionn. A quartz mill ia boing oporutod 
ab the Poormau mino, on tho south side 
of tho Kootonay river a few milos bolow 
Noleon, with great suocoss. Although the 
vein ia nob wide ib ia very rich and regular. 

" 1 may say that I mot Mr. Kollie, tho 
momber for tho West Riding of Kootonay, 
at Illooillewaot, and from him learned that 
most encouraging reports havo aomo 
of splendid mineral finds in the 
Big Bond oountry. A largo numbor 
of hydraulic loaaes have baon takon up, and 
a good deal of outside capital is being iD 
veatod thero. Tho Linda and Worka de- 
partment have sent a surveyor to look over 
tho country as to its agricultural cipabill- 
tios, and general report is that Big Bond baa 
from 100,000 to 200,000 acres of first-class 
aultivatablo land. 

" I had tho opportunity of visiting for the 
first time tho Okanogan valley, and waB 
much impressed with its beauty, its do- 
volopmonb and its richness. Vernon itself 
ia very prettily situated, with good roadB in 
all directiona, Ib wus a treat to drive 
as far as Lord Aberdeen's ranch 
anil to soe thero an orchard of 
100 acres in extent, of strong, vigorous 
fiulb treoB just old enough to bear. The 
oountry in this vicinity," I underatand, Ib 
most favorible for hop cultivation and many 
aro going into it. I regrebted nob having 
time to viBib the Mission valley. I waa as 
sured that ib Is eemal to tho Okanagan vol 
ley in Bizo and fertility, and if auoh is the 
fact, there ia no reason to doubt that when 
tho vulleyB oro brought to tho full pitch of 
production, they will be in a position to ox- 
port annually from ten to fifteen thousand 
tons of as fino wheat aa can be grown In 
any oountry.
